imperial countenance, and in this denial 
he is corroborated by M. Robert Mitch¬ 
ell. who declares bis certainty that the 
then ruler of the Franch people used no 
pigment whatsoever during the opera¬ 
tions leading to the capitulation of 
Sedan. »

It is said, indeed, 
that when Napoleon III read the first 
volume of Mr. Kinglake’t history he 
observed with a smile to one of his con¬ 
fidants, “This,” pointing to the tea green 
passage, “must have been written by a 
woman,” and anti-English French jour¬ 
nalists of the period did not scruple to 
insinuate that Mr. Kinglake't strictokea 
on the personal appearance of th* M 
peror were due to the inspiration of Wl 
Egeria well known in Parisian society, 
who hated the third emperor as 'bitterly"' 
as the first one had b ee n detested by 
Mine. De Stael. , *

rian of the Crimean war wan naturally 
so highly ▼alacd In Engbrnd that the 
story of tbs emperor tnfiring green on 
days of battle or revolution obtained 
universal credence, and to some extent 
it was used to bolster up the absurd ac¬ 
cusation of personal cowardice which 
the ultra republicans constantly brought 
against their imperial foe. it remained 
for an illustrious English surgeon, not 
long deceased, to point out the indubita¬ 
ble verity that a man has no command 
over his blood, although by the exercise 
of his will he has every command over 
his muscles.

In the foregoing Cases the hypnotizing 
was done with no evil intent, but there 
are hnndredscf recorded instance's where 
it was done with intent of evil. — Phila¬ 
delphia Times.
